Edwards, registrar. 

Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
already has the largest enroll- 
ment (1626) of veterans of any 
college or university in the 
Southeast, and housing facilities 
of both the school and the town 
of Auburn have been greatly 
taxed. 

Commenting on the situation, 
President L. N. Duncan said: “We 
are doing all that is humanly 
possible to provide living quar- 
ters for API students. Town resi- 
dents in Auburn and Opelika are 
also cooperating in the expansion 
program. As soon as additional 
housing units, already approved 
by FPHA for delivery to Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute ar- 
rive, we feel that the situation 
will ease.”

API Has Largest 
Enrollment Of 
Vets In Region 


Stating that Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute has the largest en- 
rollment of veterans of any col- 
lege or university in the South- 
east, Dr. John A. Broxson, direc- 
tor of the Auburn Regional Office 
of the Veterans Administration, 
in a talk before the Auburn Ki- 
wanis Club, urged that every 
veteran should receive the facili- 
ties provided at Auburn for his 
occupational readjustment. 


“Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
has an enrollment of 1,626 vet- 
erans this quarter and the Vet- 
erans Administration regional of- 
fice on the college campus is 
busily engaged in interviewing 
and counseling these veterans,” 
the speaker added. 


Elaborating on the benefits to 
veterans falling under Public 16, 
Dr. Broxson pointed out that the 
federal government plans and 
pays for an in-service training 
program based on a three-way 
agreement between shop, college, 
and Veterans’ Administration. 
“Reestablishment of occupational 
independence is the ultimate goal 
in these cases,” he said. 


Included in the processing pro- 
gram now in operation are (1) 
testing of all types, (2) psycholo- 
gical counseling, (3) occupational 
advice, and (4) aid in family re- 
lationships.

AUBURN ALUMNEWS — 


February 26, 1946 was the 74th 
anniversary of the signing of the 
act which approved the founding 
of Alabama Polytechnic Institute. 
On February 26, 1872, the Ala- 
bama State Legislature accepted 
an offer whereby the East Ala- 
bama Male College, Auburn, was 
transferred to the state and re- 
named “Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College.” 

On January 27, 1899, another 
act of the Alabama State Legisla- 
ture changed the name of the in- 
stitution to “Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute.” At this time, part 
of the Act stated: 

“The college has developed as 
originally designed into an insti- 
tution where are taught not only 
the branches that relate to Agri- 
culture and the Mechanic Arts 
but also the sciences and arts in 
general that relate to the indus- 
trial development of modern ci- 
vilization.” 

From an original small handful 
of buildings and a small campus 
area, Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute has grown under the suc- 
cessive leadership of ten presi- 
dents until today there are 35 
major buildings and numerous 
smaller structures on a campus 
consisting of 2,085 acres.

is the oldest coeducational insti- 
tution in Alabama, having first 
admitted women in 1892. 
The famous and best loved in- 
stitution was definitely commis- 
sioned to carry our four great 
purposes. It was charged with 
these four profound responsibili- 
ties: 
1. The training of scientific 
leaders in all of the productive 
occupations of life. 


2. The training of young men 
in Military Science and Tactics 
who, in time of war, will defend 
their Country.

From thirty-seven to ninety 
per cent of Alabama’s reading 
adults are unable to understand 
material published for their prac- 
tical needs by public agencies of 
the state. 

This fact was determined by 
Auburn’s Research Interpretation 
Council through the analysis of 
more than 40 publications meant 
for wide distribution in the state. 

This Council, established at 
Auburn in August, 1945, is de- 
signed to help agencies make 
their publications easy to read, 
attractive and usable. 

It has as its purpose “the chan- 
neling of scientific information to 
all occupational and age groups 
of the state and region, to the 
end that living may be im- 
proved.” 

Its services are available to 
all public agencies and institu- 
tions in the state. 

Functional unit of the Council 
is the Research Interpretation 
Service, organized under Director 
Paul Irving, with a. staff of 
writers, researchers and illustra- 
tors. 

Technical services offered in- 
clude readability analysis, re- 
writing, presentation, illustration, 
and research studies. Major em- 
phasis is placed on providing 
means that will bring about bet- 
ter use of our natural and human 
resources. 

The idea of “readability,” or 
writing at a level suited to an 
intended audience, is not a new 
one. For years such publications 
as “The Reader’s Digest” and 
“Liberty” have kept their “read- 
ing indexes’ at levels which 
could be read with little effort

scribers. The popularity of “The 
Reader’s Digest,” a leader in this % 
field, is proof of: the soundness ~ 
of the plan. BAN 
Simplified writing not only en- 
larges the audience of a publi- 
cation by reaching people of low- 
er reading ability, but also makes 
reading convenient and comfort- — 
able for busy people of any read- __ 
ing level. an 
Various agencies and _ institu- 
tions have determined accepted 
“reading levels” of different pop- 
ulation groups. For example, the © oy 
average U. S. adult reads at am 
8.4 level—about equal to that of 
a student half-way through the ~~ 
eighth grade. Alabama’s adults 
have an average reading ability 
of 7.3.

It will contain 92,741 square feet 
of floor space. It will be built to 
harmonize in form and material 
with the present newer buildings 
on the campus. 


Made necessary by the present 
housing shortage and overcrowd- 
ed situation, the new building 
will house 450 male students and 


hee be located on Magnolia Ave- 


nue between the Alumni Office in 
the Textile Building and the Al- 
pha Phi Fraternity House. 


Present conditions in the con- 
struction field will no doubt ham- 
per Auburn’s general building

Previous plans. for the general 


program gave priorities to the 
engineering laboratory, but with 


the sudden enrollment increase, 


it became necessary first to house 


the students. The engineering 


laboratory is badly needed and 


assumes the position of the next 


to be built. Present shortages of 


engineering instructional equip- 


ment also prevent the building of 


the laboratory now.
